GONSTITUTIONAL
AMENDHMENT.

Beiieving that no more important
measure has been before the people
of North Carolina for a score of years,
wa give in full berewith the proposed
Constitutional Amendment. The
emendment reads as follows :

That Article VI of the Constitution
of North Carolina be, and the same
is hereby abrogated and in lieu
tiereof ghall be substituted the follow-
ing article of the Constitution :

ARTICLE VI.

SUFFRAGE AND ELIGIBILITY TO OFFICE
—QUALIFICATIONS OF AN ELECTION.

(Section 1.) Every male person born
in the United States and eyery male
person who has been naturalized, 21
venrs of age and possessing the quali-
fizations set out 1n tais artiele, shall
be entitled to vota at any election by
the people in the State, except as
herein oth~~wise provided.

(Section z.f""ﬂe shall have resided
in the State of North Carolina tor 2
years, in the county six months, and
in the precinct, ward or other election
district in which he offers to vote, four
months next preceding the election :
Provided, That removal from precinet,
ward or other election distriet, ‘to an-
cther in the same county, shall not
operate to deprive any person of the
right to vote in the precinet, ward or
other election distriet, from which
tie has removed until four months at-
ter such removal. No person who
has been convicted or who bas con-
fessed bis guilt in open court upon
indictment, of any crime, the punish-
ment of which now is or may bhereaf-
t=r be, imprizonment in the State prison
shall be permitted to vote unless thesaid
person shall be first restored to citizen-
ship in the-manner prescribed by law.

(Section 3.) Every person offering
to vote shall be at the time a legaliy
registered voter as herein prescrived
and in the manner herealter provided
by law, and the General Assembly of
Norih Carolina shall enact general
registration laws to carry into effect
the proyizions of this arciele.

(Seetion 4.) Every person presept-
ing bimsell for registration shall be
able to read and write any section of
the Cunstitution in the Engiish lan-
guage, and belore he shall be entitled
to yute, shall haye paid en or before
the first day of March of the year in
which he proposes to vote his poll tax
as prescribed by law for the previous
year. Poll taxes shall be a lieu ‘only
on assessed property.

(Sect:on h.) No male person who
was on January 1, 1867, or at any
time prior thereto, entitled to vote
under the laws of any State 1n the
Uniied States wherein he then resided,
and no lineal descendant of any such
person shall be denied the night to
register and vote at any election in
this State by reason of his failure to
possess the educational qualihcation
prescribed in section 4 of this Article:
Provided, He shall have registered in
accordance with the terms of this Sec-
tion prior to December 1, -1908. The
General Assembly shall prownide for
a permanent record of all persons who
register under this section on or belore
November 1, 1908, and all such per-
sona shall be entitled to register and
vote in all elections by the people n
this Blate unless disqualified under
section 2 of this article: Provided,
such persons shall have paid thair poll
tax as reguired by law.

(Section 6.) All elections by the
people shall be by ballot, and all elec-
ttons by tbe General Assembly shall
be by viya voee.

(Section 7.) Every voter in North
Carolina, except as in this article dis-
qualified shall be eligible to office, but
before entering upon the duties of the
oflice he shall take and subscribe the
following oath : I, , do sol-
emnly swear (or affirm) that I will sup-
port and maintain the Constitution and
law of the United States, and Constitu-
tion and laws of North Carolioa, not

inconsistent therewith, and that I will
faithfully discharge the duties of my
otfica as—— , 80 belp me God.”
(Section 8.) The following classes of
persons shall be disqualified for officce :
Jired, all persons who deny the being
of Almighty God. Second, all persons
who shall have been eonvicted, or con-
their guilt or indictment pend-
In€s 8.4 whether sentenced or not, or
“DYer jundrment suspended, or any
treason or felony fir any other crime
for ghich the punishmeunt may be
imbrisonment in the penitentiery,
sinCe becoming citizens ot the United
ttates, or of corraption and malprac-
tice in office, unless anch
be restored to the right of citizenship
in 2 manner prescribed by law.

Is the Bible read less by the people :'

of this country than it formerly was?

This question would be snswered in
the affirmative by most persons who
have investigated the subject. |

Rev. D. C. F. Thwing, 11 the last
n»mber of the Century Magazine, has
an article which indicates an amazing
ignorance of the Bible among the ris- .
ing geperation, even that part of it
which enjoys the T hest educational ad-
vantages.

Dr. Thwing gives the result of a
test examination as to the Bible know- '
ledge of the boys in the Ohlo umyer-
sitv and girls in the eastern ecuileges.

Twenty-two passages contsining sim-
ple Bible allusions were selected from
Tennyson’s poems and a freshmau class
of 31 men and a hike class of 51 women
were asked to explain them. The men
were from northern Ohito, central New
York and western Penusylvania; the
women from New England. They
were representatives of families in the
enjoyment of average incomes and had
had opportunities aboye the average.
With one exception all had ecclesiasti-
cal connections. Yet the men answer-
ed but 43 per cent of the questions cor-
rectly and the women but 49 per cent.
Only one-a young woman-answered all
the juestions zorrectly.

Of the 85 students only 20 knew any
thing about the *“erown of thorns:”
40 knew nothing about Cain, Esau,
Ruth or Joseph of Arimathea ; 30 could
not explain a stmple allusion to the
striking ot the rock for water and an
equal number were ignorant of Jacob’s
wrestling with the angel. As many as
75 *“gave it up” when asked (o explain
an allusion to Hezekiah.

The girls did a little better than the
boys, but they were still wofully ignor-
ant of sume of the test known charac-
ters and stories of the Bible.

Dr. Thwing considers the young peo-
ple wvhom he examined fairly represen-
tative of their generation so far as their
Bible knowledge is eoncerned.

Why i= there less knowledge of the
Bible among the people than there
once was ?

Dr. Thwing savs :

“The worla bas become a world of
books, a world of magazines and a
world of newspapers.”

Many persons under 60 years of age
can recall a time when the Bible, “Pil-
grim’s Progress” and Fox’s “Christain
Martyrs” constituted 50 per cent. of the
family library.

The decline of family prayers is one
of the chief reasons for the present ig-
norance of the Bible among the young,]
and the Sunday school has not taken
the place of home instruction In the
Bible.
